out from the Firth of Forth on her 
700-mile voyage to Copenhagen (Koben- 
havn). “The bitterness of ice was in the air: 
there was litth to sugpest that we were headed 
fora month of sunshine, 2 Danish Maytime 
a4 warm and fragrant as our fuelless British 
winter had been hoard and ice-bound, 

Forty-eight hours after leaving Scothind 
we sighted Skagen's lighthouse on the long 
hooked forefinger of Jutland. ‘Thereafter we 
followed a mine-swept channel to the narrow 
Sound (Gresuwl) which livides Oenmark 
from Sweden. 

In Helsingér the copper towers of Hamlet's 
Kronbore Castle fashed in a watery sun as 
we approached the Danish shore, In its dark 
casemates sleeps Holwer Danske, Denmark's 
King Arthur. So long has he slept, says 
legend, that his beard has grown into. the 
stane; but if danger threatens Denmark, 
Holger will waken so quickly that the stone 
will be shattered as he wrenches his beard (ree 

Perhaps he stirred when the Germans 
slipped past Kronborg in the early morning 
of April 9, 1940, concealed in the holds ol 
cargo ships. At all events, he gave his name 
toa famous Danish sabotage group defying 
the invaders. of their common homeland, 

As we neared) Langelinie, Copenhagen’s 
sea-houlevard, 1 looked apprehensively to see 
what changes war might have made in one 
of Eurepe’s loveliest capitals, but, save for 
the absence of the Roval Yacht Club. Pavilion 
(blown up by Germans), I noticed none. 

There sat the “Little Mermaid” on her stone 
(page 136); there, across the harbor, rose the

picturesque warehouses af the old Greenland 
Dock. from which tall-masted ships set out 
for Denmark's erent island-colony; there, still 
Unharmed, soared the lovely spire af the 
Bourse with its twisted dragon tails. These

End of an Era 


Yetan eta was ending. Across the water 
came the sound of tolliny church bells, In 
the Royal Chapel of Christiansborg King 
Christian X lay dead under his ermine pall, 
his cof surmounted by the crown of Den- 
mark. Before his bier, hour after hour, 
trooped tens of thousands of every age and 
class, to whom in Denmark's dark hour this 
beloved King bad been « beacon. 

Littl: children drooped asleep over parents’ 
shoulders or sucked ice creim (the panacen 
of the Dane) with their elders; all patiently 
waiting to pay brief homage to the man who 
had been father rather than King to bis demo- 
cratic family of four million, It was more 
thon three hours before IT could enter the 
Chapel, and many were still arriving who 
could scarcely hope to gain admission before 
the gates closed. 

One thinks of the Danes as a farnily more 
than a nation, for of all European nations 
they seem to me the most domestic. Tn past -

Selecting a couple of sausages froma “rope” 
hanging from the ceiling, the maniger Mung 
them into a vat of boiling water, When 
they were coudy, we ate them in our fingers 
und found them excellent.

Near Skive, ina T6th-century manor house, 
is the well known Krabbesholm Folk High 
School, In early Mav it was full of gay voung 
women improving their general education and 
learning to spinand weave, The school hod a 
memorable atmosphere of quiet happiness on 
the bright. spring morning of my visit. The 
woods which surround it were starred with 
anemones, and fruit blossems hong in snowy 
cascades: above the garden walks.

With 
wich “Schools of Life.” it would seem that 
the little country on the forefinger of Europe 
has much to contribute to both the spirit and 
the appetite of a distreased continent. 
Insulation Millions af Yeors Old 

“This,” said the manager of the Skarrehage 
Moler Works, “is the earliest impression we 
have of life in Denmark. It is about 60,000, 
000 years old.” 

“This” was a bit of Moler, a substance 
af marine origin found only m Denmark, on 
which was imprinted the pattern of a. fichlike 
backbone, To saw it on the island of Mors in 
the Limfjorden. famous to geologists for the 
wnusual volcanic formation of Its clifis, and, 
incidentally, to gourmets for tts oysters. 

At the north end of the island lies Skarre- 
hage, Here Afeler ic mare into insulating 
bricks, exported to all partes of the world. 

When | returned to Copenhagen I foond o 
letter froma Danish friend inviting me to 
the most remote of Denmark's Baltic islands, 
Kornholm” After an all-night boat trip from 
Copenhagen [ transferred to a motorcycle 
sidecar for an island tour, 

We visited the granite cliffs and flowery dell 
at Jonskapel, heard a nightingale singing in 
the woud below the metlieval fortress of Hom- 
mershus, and tasted Bornholin’s specialty— 
golden-skinned smokel herring—when we 
lunched in the fishing port of Allinge. At 
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Osterlars we visited one of the island's four 
remarkable round churches, of which there 
are seven in Denmark, 

At Nekso, in the southeast corner, T cane 
face to fuce, for the first time in Denmark, 
with the devastation of modern war, } 

Under the guise of docility the sturdy 


islanders played an important port in the 


Danish resistance movement,as they had done 
in 1658. At that time they had refused to 
obey the Copenhagen anthorities, who had 
coded the island to Sweden, and had risen as 
tin against the invaders, From 1640 until 
the Germans arrived in 1940 Bornholm be- 
longed to. Denmark. 


American Airmen Smiugdled to Sweden 
Sweden plived a very different part in 





World War LL. Weapons-from her ports were 


smiled to Copenhagen through the Born- 
hoim backdoor, by which Danish saboteurs 
and Jewish refugees escaped in the reverse 
direction, Not afew American aitmen, forced 
down on the island, were cared for anil con- 
voyed to safety in Sweden by the islanders, 
regardless of the risk they ran, 

(On May 7, 1945, one day before victory in 
Rurope, the tragedy began. The Germans on 
Bornholm insisted they would surrender only 
to British troops, refusing to give up their 
arms to the Russians. They fired on two 
Soviet planes flving in over Neksd, 

This was the signal for a two days’ air 
bombardment by the Russians which laid 
most of Nekse and a gond part of Renne in 
Tuins, Small wonder if, when the rest of 
ips rejoiced, there was silence in Bort- 
wilim. 

In Copenhagen again, I was joined by Dr, 
Maynard Gwen Williams, of the staff of the 
NATIONAL Grhocrarnic Macasixe, who wis 
ty explore Denmark with me. 

On the first morning we took a short prelimi- 
nary trip, To satisfy the morbid fancy of his 
two Svettich passengers—my sister and me— 
Dr. Williams drove us past lowering orchards 
and whitewashed farms to visit a mummy. 

Our goal was the little church of Faurevejle 
on the northwest side of the ishind of Sisl- 
land, where James Hepburn, Earl of Bothwell 
and third husband of Mary Queen of Seots, 
Sere uneasily under the constant inspection 
of the curiiue—a singular fate for a man whe 
spent his Jast five years in solltary confine- 
menten the dungeon of the near-by castle of 
Dracsholm. There madness and death re- 
lieved his sufferings in 1378,

Bothwell's Mummy Leers at Fate 

The church officer rolled back the matting 
in the center aisle ond lifted a trap door. We 
descended o short ladder to the vault where 
the coffin, accidentally unearthed in 1855, has 
been placed, and peered through the @lase lic. 

The skeleton remoins parthy mummified, 
One blind eve and a wound in the skull are 
held by some experts to be sufficient proof— 
though others doubt it—of its identity, The 
mouth is a litte open and drawn back, ns if 
in a fast defiant snarl at fate. 

We leit Copenhagen next morning, Nyko 
bing on the iéland of Fulster our destination 
for the night, Falster was linked to Sjalland 
in 1937 by the great Storstrem Bridge, some 
two miles long (page 169), 

South of Copenhagen we stopped at Kige 
to visit the oldest dated frame house in Den- 
mark. the delightful littl Borghus built in 
1527 and -still standing on its original site 
(page 179). 

We passed into the high, dark church of 
Si. Nicholas close by, Christian TV's richly 
carved pew, the pulpit, and the organ loft, 
decorated by Henrik Reinecke of Keige with 
unusual panels depicting the five senses and 
nine muses, all stund as they did three cen- 
turies ago, 

Kage, we gathered, was a conservative town, 
for even ite latest building fostered an old 
tradition. From a staff on its unfinished 
rot hung a tople wreath of evergreens, We 
asked A passer-by what it mennt. 

An old custom,” was the answer. 

Birthdays an gold and silver wedding an- 
niversarics, as well as howse warmings, call 
for fags and garlands in this friendly land 
which understands sp well the art of living. 

In the market square, opposite the oldest 
Town Hall still in use in Denmark, stood a 
Victorian carriage and pair with a coranet on 
its panel and-a liveried coachman on the box 
(page 161). This equipage of nobility was a 
father unusual sight in this democratic lone,

where even the King walks unattended. ("Who 
looks after the King?” a German trooper had 
asked a Copenhagen messenger boy, “We all 
do," was the bad's classic answer.) 

‘From Falster we crossed by ferry to the 
island of Mon. Its remarkable chalk cliffs, in 
places 400 feet high, are a famed beauty spot 
(page 173). They are wooded to the edge 
and intersected by glades full of unusual wild 
flowers, From these tumbled masses of chalk 
the sun drew delicate lights of grav-green and 
rose, reminding me of Greenland’s icebergs. 

We wandered by narrow path: along the 
chi tops with their background of glittering. 
blue sea. Far off @ litte fishing craft spread 
Its sail tewird the island of Rigen. 

Regretiully we turned back to Sjaland 
and came to Valdemar Atterdag’s old arse 
tower at Vordingborg. The goose with flap- 
Ping wings which surmounts it was Valdemar's 
medieval way of thumbing his nose at enemies 
across the sour! 

We spent the night in Sore to visit this ald- 
work! town's famous Academy, Denmark's 
largest state boarding school, standing on the 
site of Bishop Absalon's 12th-century IFES - 
tery. In 1586 Frederick 1 turned the build- 
ing into a school “which by the roval nounif- 
cence was ti house the children of nobles and 
commoners in numbers.” 

The school has had its ups and downs, but 
it now possesses rich endowments, Parents 
of maddest means whese bovs are clever enue 
to pass the stiff entrance examinations can 
have their sons educated under the best cen- 
ditions for very low fees. 

Viking Settlement at Trelleborg 

But even these venerable buildings seemed 
young compared with the Viking settlement 
at Trelleborg. Sheep were grazing in the 
Preeti enclosure where the V ikings built their 
wooden-walled fortress on a broad headland 
between two small streams (page 180), 

A thousand years ago these meadows were 
savuante witerways to the Great Belt (Store 
Belt), anc the site was convenient for the 
sea. rovers, who would be surprised to know 
that every summer thousands of visitors come 
to Trelleborg to see the traces of their village. 

The sun was near setting when we come at 
last by shining ways to Odense. Though it is 
an important industrial city and Denmark's 
third largest town, an atmosphere of fairy- 
land clings to it. The street in which Hans 
Christion Andersen's birthplace stanrs is like 

a fairy tole itsell, with its low elfin cottages, 

From my window jhat evening | had a view 
of copper spires, red-tiled roofs, and chiest- 
nut treet brilliant against the setting sun. 
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A Bathing Girl'on Marstal’s Warm Sands Nibbles Ice Cream from Denmark's Dairyland 
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Little Mermaid Gorips Kock with Fin Foot and Tirinks [In the Sea with Pensive Eves 
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2.4000) Miles Through Europe's Oldest Kingdom 


In their branches a thrush was singing lute, 
Or could it be Hans Andersen's nightingale? 

In the museum which has been added te 
the poet's cottage the story of his life, which 
he himselt tightly regarded as another fairy 
tale, is unfolded (pages 151 and 174). 

Here are the many souvenirs which he 
loved to collect, including. a dollar bill sent 
to him by a young girl, Abigail, Tompking; 
when American children showed their Jove for 
the poet by starting a collection in his aid, 
(Against this, however, he protested, for he 
was not inoneed of money). A letter sent to 
Andersen by Abigail 49 years later shows how 
lang her admiration listed, 

Thowgh Andersen never visited the United 
States, his interest in it is shown by two finely 
Wustrated yolumes in his library, published 
in 1872 and entitled Picturesque America. 


Where American Soldiers Relaved 


Thousands of American soldiers from Ger- 
many have relaxed on the «ands of Kristians- 
minde, close to picturesque Svendborge on the 
svuthern coast of the ishind of Fyn, 

Fyn is the land of ferrepeorder, rect lsick 
L6th-century manor houses mitroring copper 
spires in moats and ponds—Ryeaard, built in 
1537, with long knights’ gallery and immensely 
thick. walls: Glorup, where Hang Andersen 
was Master of Ceremenies at the victory cele- 
brations for Duwnish troons in 1848-50: lovely 
Hesselager with its watchman's gallery from 
Which, through slots in the wall, boiling lead 


could be poured on the heads of assailants. 


in days of old, 

“But you must see Epeskov, too," said 
Hesselager's gracious chatelaine, the Baroness 
Karen Blixen-Finecke, “for it is one of the 
loveliest castles in Denmark,” 

Eoeskoy's red walls were colored yet redder 
by a fiery sunset when we saw them, I 
seemed as truly o fairy palace as far-famed 
Brahetrolleborg, home of Count Reventlow, 
the reflected towers: of which shimmer in the 
lake of a beautiful park-omid the shadows of 
Urimean, white, and molden water lilies, It is 
not surprising that Pwn gave birth to Hans 
Andersen, who was a welcome guest al many 
of these manor houses, : 

From Svendborg we crossed to. the orchard- 
Blinds of Turg-and Taasinge, « few minutes 
distant. Admiral Niels Juel, who won. his 
famous sen victory over the Swedes at Koge 
in loiv7, purchased Tansinge with his prize 
money, arid It is still, like Svendborg, a center 
for sailors and yachtsmen, 

It was Sunday: family parties were setting 
Gut fora day on the water, Evervbody went, 
irom graundma to the baby, Dr. Willimms 
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stopped to tuke » photovraph, and Grandma 
herself came forward, broke lilac sprays from 
the fragrant bush overhanging her garden 
wall, and smilingly presented them to ws. 
She spoke no, English; it was ber graceful 
way of “saving it with flowers.” 

From Taasinge we crossed by ferry to the 

old market town of Rudkebing on the long 
thin island of Langeland. We found its meiie- 
val fortress of Tranekwer shuttered apd de- 
serted, Hut Lohals, the litth port at the 
north enc of the island, was a scene of tiveli- 
ness, With a merry children’s party in’ full 
swing st the inn, 
_ Off southern Fyn lies the tiny island. of 
/Erw with its delightful “skipper towns 
of AE&reskgbing and Marstal, We enjoved 
Ercskebing from the twin pumps in its 
ancient square, which still supply water for 
the town, to its friendly inhabitants, 

In’ Marstal we stopped to photograph a 
cotiage, Its owner invited us to view her 
remarkable littl: home, which she ‘and her 
hustand had tue) into a private. museum 
with no thought of personal gain (page 174), 

Here were carved chests in which brides 
two centuries ago kept their linen, painted 
wooden “flal-irons” for smoothing clothes, 
ships’ figureheads—evyen a couple of ching 
dogs brought by some mariner from Scotland, 
for the sea, so vital in. Denmark's history, 
breathes through the life of Afr, 

In most Danish churches hangs a ship model 
presented by some sailor as a thank offering 
for his preservation in shipwreck, perhaps, or 
merely as a thank offering for ships, In the 
beautiful old church at Maratal there are five. 

A sum of money has been left by a captain 
of the town to provide care for the numerous 
stamens graves in ita churchyard. We clam- 
hered to the top of the church tower, from 
which there is 4 clear view toward Kiel. 

“During the war,” said a Dane who had 
accompanied us, “we saw thousands of Allied 
hombers passing over, We could hear the 
hombs and see the flames in Germany. How 
this old tower used to shake!” 


A Town of Romance and Fairy Tulew 


We spent our last night on Fyn in the 
charming tuwn of Faghorg, where in August, 
1830, Mans Christian Andersen met his 
brown-eved first love, Riborg Voigt. 

The summerhouse still stands where he 
vainly courted her, for she was secretly be- 
trithed to another. But until her death 
Riborg kept a little bunch of flowers which 
the poet had given her, and when Andersen 
died 9 letter from Riborg was found [n a 
wallet on hie breast. 
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Tt was late when we reached Faabore, but 
iter supper we were whisked off to visi Fyn's 
only round church, at Horne, and the rolling 
hills—“Fren's Alps"—which fle behind the 
Low. 

Faaborg. is called the “town of painters” 
atid has o fine art gallery, for delight in paint- 
ing i a marked characteristic of the Danes. 
Local museums, too, are frequent m Den- 
Inirk. 

The oldest and largest of the bells in the 
trvwn's held its 300-year jubilee 
in 1946, Fortunately, in the late war it e- 
capecl the fate of rary aciuth Slesvig bells

Returning next morning from a yisit to an 
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experimental farm, we paused in a wood to 
ste the touching memorial to “Aage and 
Hardy,” thirteen-vear-old schoolboys who lost 
their lives in 1945 when they blew up a Ger- 
mas ammunition dump there. A third hoy 
escaped in time, Denmark's resistance move- 
ment began among the schoolboys of Aalborg, 
who took Churchill's name for their group. 

Near by we visited a Danish camp for dis- 
placed German civilians. Though well fed 
and housed in army huts, they had a_dis- 
pirited air, Despite vigorous protests, Ger- 
man telugecs were poured into Denmark in 
thousands in the 7 alg of 1043, We were 
told that Denmark: was supporting about 
200,000, costing the small country more than 
even ifs hospitality could afford, By the eni 
af 1948 they were all repatriated. | 

We joined some 60 representatives of the 
Toren invite! to spend two days: in 
east | idand to study Danish farming. (mn 
a brilliant morning we set out in three omni- 
buses to visit duiries and farms south of the 
city of Anrhus. 

After lunch we learned of the “almost «x- 
plosive” development of dairy farming im 
Denmark, which sturted with its first dairy 
at Hieding in west Jutland in 1882 and today 
includes nearly 1,300 cooperative dairies, .as 
well as 150 private ones. A century ago there 
were only 600,000 milk cows in the country; 
today there are 1,500,000, 

The gcocrapher is tempted to wonder if the 
success of Denmark's cooperative system 
may not be due literally to the “He of the 
land.’ Denmark is a flat country with no 
dividing mountains or vallevs such as constrain 
the Norwegian or the Scot to individualism. 

Later we visited a typical Danish. small 
holding, Its owners, with the help of their 
zon, worked their twelve-acre farm themselves, 
growing a variety of crops. They also at- 
tended to eight cows, three sows with litters, 
100 hens, and several beehives. The farmers 
day in Denmark has no ¢ight-hour. limit! 


Aarhus Specialty; Meat for Dessert 


Visitors to Aurhus, Denmark's second city, 
recapture something of the leisure of the past 
as they wander the reconstructed streets of Old 
Town, the renowned Folk Museum founded 
by Dr. Peter Holm in 1909 (pages 162-104), 

This open air “museum” contains 45 old 
buildings rescued from destruction, the most 
recent being a siddle maker's delightful little 
house and «a tannery moved from Randers. 

In the startlingly modern Town Hall, with 
its 197-foot-high clock tower und interior deco- 
rations even more modern, the Burgomaster 
entertained his 60 guests-at a luncheon which

lasted for two hours andl wound up with a 
third meat course instead of a sweet. This, 
we were told, was ant Aarhus specialty! 

The Town Hall is not the only moder 
buildisg in Aarhus, [ts University started 
work in 1928 and already has 1,000 students. 
Used as a headquarters by the the (Gestapo, the 
University was bombed by the British in 144. 

At the historic mansion of Mallerup, on the 
Djursland peninsula, the journalists were en- 
tertained by its owner, a lady who manages 
ane of Jutland’s Lurgest farms ane possesses 
a fine racing stable. Ordered out of her house 
by the Gestapo, she refused to leave her hone 
entirely in German ‘hands and moved from 
her mansion to a room above the stable, 

Our tour of Djursland ended in oa Danish 
opera singer's home, one of the show farms of 
Jutland with its long barns of sleek milk cows, 
stables of powerful Jutland horses, and well- 
planned fields. 


Resistance Fighter of 600 Years Ado 


It was raining at last when we left Aarhus 
to cross the high rolling district of north 
central Jutland, Our destination was Aalborg 
on the Limfjorden, which cuts the peninsula 
in two, As we drove north the sky partly 
clearecl, and sun, wind, and cloud made the 
dav a pictorial one. Hare fields stretched on 
either hund: here ond there Millet-like men 
and women were hoving against wie horizuns, 

We crasel the Niels Ebbesen Bridge over 
the Guden—one of the lirgest rivers in this 
land of small streams—and came to the red- 
roofed town of. Randers. ‘The door of the old 
church of St. Morten was open, and we went 
in to see its rich D7 th-century carvings. 

Gutaide in the square a statue of Niels 
Ebbesen, Denmark's Robert Brace, recalls the 
national hero who in 1340, at the head of a 
small band of followers, killed the German 
usurper, Count Gerhard. In recent times 
Ebbesen’s name was an inspiration to Dumish 
resisters: Several of these perished near Ran- 
ders, and thetr honored fames are commemo- 
rated on a erent boulder. 

Randers’ Tourist Bureau is housed in one 
of the town's -aldest buildings, the Helligaands 
Hus, which belonged -in the Middle Ages to 
the friars of that order. ‘The half-timbered 
building hus a stork’s nest on the chimney. 

Near Randers stared the castles of Gammel 
Estrup and Rosenbolm. For six centuries 
Gammel Estrup passed down in only two 
families, The last private owner, Count 
Christen. Scheel, died in 1926, and since 1930 
the castle has been 6 oeeum.

Returning to Aalborg, we visited one which 
is unique. It is housed in an old monastery 
of £430, which has been completely recon- 
ditionerd, though it still retains on the walls 
of the chapter house remarkable | 5th-century 
murals. The old people occupy pensant 
amle-rooim homes in the wpper story. 

“The old folk ustally become so attached 
to their homes,’ the warden tole us, “that 
they don't want to leave them. When one 
old man in a Randers home inherited 2 large 
fortune, he gave all the money back to his 
‘asyl" for a new extension 50 he wouldn't have 
to leave hts single room!” 





Castle Walls Haul Smuggled Weapons 


Motorists in a hurry can travel the length 
of the Jutland peninsula in a long day. We 
went more Slowly, passing once more through 
Viborg and Skive. wear there, accompanied 
hy a historically-minded walter (who would 
accept no reward save the satisfaction of 
showing his country to strangers), we visiled 
the famous castle of Spettrup. 

Denmark's finest example of medieval mili- 
tury architecture, Spoltrap stands amie 
marshes whith were once sea. Costle walls, 
eight feet thick, hid weapons smuggled over 
from England during the war | 

“Spattrup,”’ explained the caretaker, “shows 
Denmark's history in a nutshell Tt has 
nissee| fren bishope tea nobles, from nobles 
to lurwe farmers: Now. the State has bowht 
itiand split it into small holdings for many 
fanmers, That is gil: that is Danish de- 
mocracy—all very happy, 

AQ except the storks, who are nil, perhaps 
democrats. Though the rosty wheel where 
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they built their nests still stants on the chim- 
ney stack, the storks left Sp@ttrup with the 
last private ciwner, 

We found them at home, however, when we 
arrived next evening in the old south Jutland 
town of Rihe, Tt was a lone drive from Skive 
to Ribe, for we chose less frequented roads 
ina world of sand beside the North Sea. 

Soon after passme through the bustling 
town of Esbjerg—Denmark’s only ice-free 
commercial port and the busy terminus for 
traffic with England—we saw rising over the 
marshes, as Ely rises over the English fens, 
the square tower of Ribe cathedral. 

Here in 862 Bishop Ansgar built his wooden 
church, replaced, 300 years later, by the pres 
ent building, In, the Middle Ages ships from 
Ribe sailed to all parts of Europe. 

“Have vou seen our storks?” the cathe- 
‘dral custodian asked when we came down 
from the tower, Yes, we had counted five or 
six nests above the red tiles of this delightful 
town. The custodian said we should have 
counted 15, for Ribe is the sort of place 
where they number their storks. 

From Kibe we travelled in the print of 
ancient wars along the fringe of Nord Slesvig, 

Thie Danish borderland Is historic ground. 
At almost every crossroad memorial stones 
remind the visitor of Denmark's writhings to 
free herself from the talons of the German 
eagle—her short-lived success in 1848, and 
the Jong alienation of Nord. Slesvig under 
German rule from. 1864 to 1920, 


Stork Nests on Party Line 


At Brons we were halted by a stork whose 
fame hod reached Copenhagen before we left 
there,. Small wander, for this adventurous 
bird had built its huge nest on the top of a 
wayside telephone pole, where it was uncon- 
cemiedly rearing Hs chicks (page 171). 

We drove to the old garrison town of 
Tender through wilder country, where until 
the end of the 18th century wolves still were 
hunted, This historic border town once em- 
ploverd 12,000 lace makers, but their delicate 
art is now almost extinct. 

The skill of the thatcher, however, is. still 
in demand in the near-by village of Magel- 
tinder, where we found one of these artists 
hard at work an an ald noof. 

At Tender we were close to the present 
German frontier, which most Danes, not least 
the south Slesvig minority, would like to see 
withdrown to tis ok] geographical limits-north 
of the Kider. There the great earthwork of 
Dannevirke was berun be the Danes in the 
9th century to repel the barbarian hordes 
from the south,

Near the frontier village of Padborg a bar- 
rier of barbed wire and a sentry-post stopped 
our further advance, Peeping over the wire. 
we <aw a womin and child hand in hand 
walking up the street. 

This fence dividing Slesvig: into two zones 
seems a very artificial barrier to these it 
stops. As we continued on our way to 
Krusaa, we wondered how: it feels to live 
in an area where @ few yards either way 
moke such a difference in calories! 

Rrusaa. is a busy place with much military 
traffic. Officials permitted me to walk to the 
German side, where the Union Jack few above 
tlispirited German soldiers, who looked at me 
glumly. Ina near-by sentry box an imper- 
turbable British soldier smoked a pipe over 
his hometown newspaper. 


Crossroad Memorials Teach History

The fertile soil of Als is literally filled with 
the dust of the past, for over 3,000 prehistoric 
graves have been counted on the island, 

The green tedoubts of Dybbel, so bitterly 
contested when Denmark lost Slesvig to Ger- 
many in the L&60's, are now o national park 
and to the Danes.a sacred spot. 

The Mill itself, twice shot to pieces and 
sigan still fulfills its function. On its flag 
post the Danish flag flew throughout the recent 
eccupation, Aas for the omate obelisk which 
Germany raised on the top of the hill to 
commemomte her victory in 1864, it is: te- 
day a heap of rubble, destroyed by Danish 
saboteurs. 

Als was a happy epilogue to our tour of 
2,000 miles through Europe's oldest kingdom, 
ext POTTS we took the ferry which lonced 
us again in lovely Faaborg. Recrossing the 
Great Belt that afternoon, we reached Copen- 
hagen the same evening. 

We celebrated our return by a. visit to the 
Tsted Lion, a memorial to Danish soldiers 
killed in the War of 1848. Restored to his 
native jand in 1945 by Allied might after 
long exile in Germany, he looked upon wus;

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History Repeats in Old Natchez

| HAMPAGNE and turkey days are com- 
ing back to the durable ante-bellum 
~ mansions of Natchez, Mississippi. 
Industrial plants andl oil, puniped from four 
fields in Adame County, are spreacing wealth 
in Natchez for the first time since the War 
Between the States and later the boll. weevil 
ended the reign of its fabulous cotton barons. 
Cotton supplied the gold which built the 
“more stately mansions” on those high blufts 
overlooking the Mississingy) River (page 1). 
In pre-Civil War days wealthy planters vied 
with each other over the size of their spactous 
howes. They went to Europe to find carved 
marble mantels, huge gold-leaf mirrors, rose- 
wool furniture, heavy brocade drapes, fine 
stutuary, and other costly furnishings. with 
which to adorn them. 


Golden Age of Natchez 


Plantation owners cantered into Natchez on 
spirited) horses. Their dazzling ladies were 
drawn in fine carriages, with liveried outriders 
und appointments of geld and silver (page 
183). Glittering balls testified to the general 
aftiuence. 

Then come reverses. The straitened owners 
withdrew into ther big houses; and Natchez 
withdrew inte itself. A grim struggle for sur- 
vival began, to last for the better port of a 
century. 

Point peeled from the walls of the once-re- 
cplendent dwellings and from the once-shining 
vllers and columns, Coatly drapes. molded, 
nind-blocked French wallpaper cracked. 

Today, with new wealth, mansions have 
perked up again. New paint and oew plaster 
have worked wonders. 

In the lust few years half a dozen homes, 
long ago ahandoned in disrepair, have been 
restored, Once more they stand proudly 
ilongside thise which more successfully with- 
stom the lean days, 

Restoration of one of the oldest plantation 
houses receotly was marked by a biuge lar- 
becue, Two thousand people attended, Pine- 
torch flares held by Negro boys lighted the 
lane to the mansion. Bands player, 

Formal receptions signalized the reopening 
of two other big houses: Long-darkened chan- 
deliers.in the huge drawing rooms were lighted, 
Turkey and champaene appeared in abundance.

sources of the new wealth.* 

| strolled ty the plaxa at the edge of the 
river bluff, rising 200 feet above the Missis- 
sippi, and looked across the broad expanse of 
witer to the Louisiana lowkinds, For untold 
years before the white men came this area 
was the home of the Natchez Indians, 

In 1716 Jean Baptiste le Movie, Sieur de 
Bienville, the French colontzer, clambered up 
the bluff to establish a stockade, which he 
named Fort Rosalie, But 13 vears later the 
Indians massacred the settlement’s entire 
population. 

At the close of the French and Indian War 
British redeoats took. over Fort Rosalie, 
Within 10 years some 15 English families 
eccupied large grants of land about the settle- 
rent. 

During the Revolution a third flag flew over 
Natchez—the flag of Spain. While Englund 
was occupied along the Atlantic seaboard, the 
Spaniards mover! in the back door and took 
the town. Not until 19 years later was the 
young United States able to gain possession.

Beneath the vaulted taproom ceiling Auron 
Burr plotted with hls ccnfederates to set up 
a Southwestern nation. Burr awas tried for 
treason at Washington, Mississippi, six miles 
oust of Nateher. [t is said that attendance 
at the trial was so great that court was held 
outdoors, beneath giant oaks that stand today 
on the edie of the campus of Jefferson College.

Connelly’s Tavern was-almost a ruin when

Accident Reveoled Silver Hardware 


While ramliting Twin Onks, built on a 
Spanish land grant in 1814, was bein restored 
a few yeurs age, one of the workmen acci- 
dentally dropped a bit of acid an a piece af 
hardware. He thus unwittingly brought to 
light one of the distinctive features of the old 
homeocks, hinges, escutcheons, riseties, all 
painted bhick by someone in the past, actually 
were of Sheffield silver!

A Pursonage for Wandering Ministers 


Wher Peter Little, successful planter anil 
financier, was in his late thirties, his frienils, 
Mr. and Mrs. Jacob Low, were stricken with 
yellow fever (often epidemic in early Natchez}. 
Their 13-year-old daughter, Eliza, became his 
ward and Peter Littke was named adminis- 
trator of the Low estate. 

He decided to send the girl to school in 
Marvland, but sugested that they be cnvtried 
just before her departure. Eliza agreed, ancl 
immediately ufter the ceremony she boarded 
o boat for New Orleans on her way to Miary- 
land. When she returned several years later 
she became the mistress of Rosalie, the fine 
mansion her husband built for her peor the 
site of the olfl French Fort Rosalie, 

The couple lived together most happily, 
but Mrs. Litth was consumed with religious 
acal. She insisted on giving lodging to the 
itinerant Methodist ministers who stopped in 
Natchez on their way up or down the Mis- 
sissippl River, und extending to all circuit 
riders the hospitality and comforts of Rosalie. 
‘The ministers received hot coffee at their bed- 
sides in the morning, menls at any time con- 
venient to them, horses to drive, aod maids 
to attend their wives and children if they 
happened to be aliny. 

Peter Little grew tired of these constant 
guests, so he built: a spacious home seros 
the street in which to entertain them, He 
called it The Parsonage, 


Rosalie Restored by DAR 


Rosalie, a Georgian mansion, has been re- 
stored by the Mississippi Daughters uf the 
American Revolution as 4 national shrine. 
During the War Between the States, it was 
headquarters for the Union general in com- 
mind of the occupation forces: 

The furnishings of Rosalie inchide massive 
Cabopied bes, cted-flowered carpets, French 
china, and mahogany and rosewood drawing 
roam furniture, The trim Parsonage has heen 
the home of the Metcalfe family of Natchez 
for half a century, 

Many echoes of the War Between the 
States linger on in the old town. Bayous 
Which enclose classic Ruvenna and its smiling 
gardens became secret passageways by which 
residents of Natchez smuggled food to the 
hard-pressed Confederate soldiers outside the 


town, The Burn, a sterling example of pure

Greek architecture, surrounded by camellin 
ond pales pordens, was converted into a Fed- 
eral hospital (page 184). 


Montene Vietim of Looters 


Montene, classic home of Confederate 
General William T. Martin, suffered at the 
hands of troops who stibled their horses tn 
its exquisite drawing rooms, destrayed costly 
furniture, and broke rare china and crystal. 
No sign of such ill treatment is visible in 
beautiful Monteigne today (pages 196 ane 
23). 

Spacious Lansdowne, built by a slave owner 
of fabulous wealth, preserves its original fur- 
nishings— procelexs collection of museum 
pieces (page 199), The vast central hall is 
90 feet long, Chmate bronge chandeliers once 
were lighted by gas from the private Lans- 
downe gas plant—before Natchez had its own. 
Original reste and white hand-blocked French 
wallpaper graces the porlor walls, Descened- 
ants of the original owners still live here 
Frequent. guest of St. John Elfict, the 
builder of DEvereux, was Henry Clay. 
Legend tells that once, when the Kentucky 
statesmin was strolling on the grounds of this 
iMposiig mansion, a servant mistook him for 
an intruder and sel a dog upon him, to the 
extreme embarrassment of all concerned. 

Li Evercux, with its tall white columns, its 
wrought-iron balcony above the entrance door- 
wiv. ind its setting umong old, moss-festooned 
trees, has more than once been used by motion 
picture companies as on ideal Southern planta- 
tian muinsion (page 189), 

Garacefil Dunleith, with its colonnade of 
tull pillars, stands in m perk of terraced 
lawns—another storybook. plantation setting. 


Melrose Intrigued Henry Ford 


— When the late Henry Ford visited Natchez, 
he was intrigued by the furnishings of Melrase, 
another mansion of the “golden age" (pages 
192, 193, and 200). In perfect preservation 
are the costly orivinal furnishings. Here Mr, 
Ford found items he hal never seen before 
in his ¥ears of experience as a collector. 
Over n mantel hangs Aucduhon's panoramic 
painting of Natchez. The naturalist had been 
commissioned ta do the painting, but when tt 
was completed the prospective purchaser hadl 
died, Audubon tried in vain to sell it, and 
finally left it in a store when he departed) from 
the Natchez country, The painting even- 
tually wandered to France, then was brought 
back to Natches and acquired for Melrose, 
The mansion to outdo all other mansions 
in town finally was built by Frederick Stanton, 
who made his fortune during the “golden age." 





in Old Natchez 205 
Me chartered a ship to bring building materials 
and furnishings from abroad for Stanton Hall. 

The grounds, occupying a whole block, are 
enclosed by a handsome wrought-iron fence, 
The mansion's fluted Corinthian columns rise 


in a, park of huge trees (page 207). Grilles 
af iron roses surround the galleries. 
Ceilings soar to a height of, 2224 feet. 


Drawing room and music =e dincws COEREM, 
become a ballroom 72 feet long. Arches, hand 
carved in italy, span the entrance hall und 
drawing room doorway. Huge bronze chan- 
deliers, each with a different design, hang in 
the four rooms on the main floor. The one 
in the library has carved figures of French 
soldiers at Natchez, complete with their armor 
and weapons. 

CHE the vast central hall a recessed stairway 
rises three Mights in eliptical curves. Elaho- 
rately carved white Carrara marble mantels 
frame the fireplaces. 

But Stanton Hall was too big, A vear after 
it was completed, in 1858, Stanton died. Then 
came the War Between the States, ancl its 
aftermath of deflation. Valued at $550,000, 
the hore changed hands in 1870 for $7,000. 
Later it was sold again for less than the cast 
of the wrought-iron fence which surrooneded 
its grounds, In [940 the Pilgrimage Garden 
Club acquired the property as a headquarters 
and a club restoration project.

Ay lunchtime, at Berroyaghia, we had cov- 
ered less than a third of the day's. itinerary. 
Two ranges of the Atlis Mountoins already 
separated us from the Mediterranean, The 
rain anc mist were gone, Camels and goats 
surrounded our cars, We were in another 
worlrl, 

Away to the south were the Alountains of 
the Ouled Nail, professional dancing beautivs 
who used to drape their necks with gold, Now 
they have discovered that a good apartment 
house is a hetter-paying investment than 
bright baubles (Plate XV1), 

Farther west is the Djebel Amour. Tits 
name comes not from “love” but from the 
Beni Amour. tribe, 

To the descendants of Antar, hero of Arab 
paretry, their rocky hills, blessed with little 
fuuntains, seem cdesert-set fairyvlands. 

After 200 miles, the railway quits at Djelfa 
Trucks take over much of the traffic formerly 
monopolized by the dromedarvy. 

Long after dark, with a real chill in the 
dry air, we stopper! at Lachouat, beneath the 
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Briton, explained: “My pal broke o spring 
and went back. But we haven't got too much 
petrel, so we're waiting for hin,” 

Here one is filled with admiration for those 
abstemious desert men who make a living from 
barren wastes where lesser men would die, 
The cheery smile of a lone laborer repairing 
the trail seems heroic, 


The Mozubites Are Mohammedan Heretics 


Topping a rocky ridge, we looked down 
upon patchwork squares of vivid green, We 
had arrived at Herriane, monument to the 
dmdustey of the Afzabis, or Mozabites, Mo- 
hammedon heretics who have won © prowl 
position in the Moslem world (Plate WIT). 

Nearly twelve centuries ago, a Persian re- 
ligious leader had his capital in o pleasant 
region between mountain and steppe at Tiaret, 
His Mzabi followers were known to the shores 
of Tripoli. 

When a few thousand of them emigrated 
from QOuargln to Ghardaia, they bored through 
limestone to find water and so mule it one 
of the most populous und prosperous of 
Saharan oases (Plate 1), 

Beside us, across the desert, had marched 
the tall towers of hih-tension lines carrying 
electricity to Ghardaia. Here we still sow 
donkeys, plodding at the ends of ropes, haul- 
ing from wells the bloated goatskins which 
from time immemorial have made the desert 
bloom, But the squeal of the water hoists 
is now giving way to the soft whir of a power- 
ful turbine pump made ty Layne & Bowler, 
Inc,, in Memphis, Tetinessee, 

Emancipated thus from painful digging and 
the ceaseless come-and-go of the water hit, 
Maabis squat around low tables in the sun, 
playing swift games of checkers or slapping 
down aluminum dominoes (Mate 2). 

Anuind the main market place male seam- 
stresses sew the long gowns gracefully worn 
by Algerian men (page 710}. 

Aiter a lunch of cowscows—of which there 
are as many varieties os there are of curry-— 
we roamed the narrow, mud-walled streets, 
Laughing-eved girls in Rodachrome-teasing 
colors dashed for cover, 

Qur second day in Ghardain we watched 
an Arab wedding procession. Dancing men 
brandished long muzzle-loaders; fired volleys 
al the toweh feet of apathetic camele, Twa 
anit-faced camels of the caravan carried tent- 
like lituers. 

From one of these mobile harem enclosures 
protruded a youthful ankle circled tn heavy 
silver and a small foot in a scarlet sandal. 

The Arab and Mozabite crowd poured down 
an empty torrent: bed and stretched their 
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bright ribbon of color along the tawny hills: 
We photographers stumbled along, shooting 
as we ran (Plates TI and TH). 

Dusty und sweaty, we rejoined our Friends 
at the holy city of Beni Isguen, within whose 
walls ng man may smoke nor any foreigner 
pass the might. 

Nowhere along our route did we find such 
ine specimens of mule dignity. Four men out 
of ten were strikingly handsome. 

As twilight comes on, these industrious citi- 
cons, spotlessly garbed, squat In the town 
square while strolling salesmen carry on an 
auction. 

The bearded Manhi does not go to market. 
Like a comfortable American, reacting his ads, 
he sits still and lets the market come to him. 
No patter talk disturbs the bargaining. The 
auctioneer parades his priceless or tawdry 
stuffs back and forth, picking up i bid here 
and there uritil the deal is closed. 

As we climbed to Beni [sguen‘s high tower, 
dark eves of women and girls peered over the 
edges of the mud roafs, From the tower we 
looked down across a chaotic tumble of mocks 
to the Movabite villages ancl broad expanses 
of date palms on the valley floor. 

Donkeys water the bulbous but stringy 
roots of the palms,. As they tread the slanting 
runways, the length of the rope indicates the 
height of the water in the well. 

When the far end of the path is blocked 
off and the well ropes are shortened, one 
knows there is water for all and goud crops 
are gsauted (Plate VT). 

At dawn on our fourth day we collected 
new evidence on the question, ‘What is 
desert?” Climbing out of Gharedaia’s fruitful 
valley, we worked across the loathsome 
Chebka, Gradually rock gave way to gravel 
and an occasional stretch of sand. 

In wne such stretch the voung Engliah- 
speaking driver of a heavily Joackedl truck 
was repairing a tire, ‘The crowd of long- 
gowned natives had piled off, started a fire, 
and were having small glasses of mint tea, 
sticky-sweet but refreshing. 

After the tire pumpers had rolled away and 
we started to follow suit, one of our hack 
wheels spum in the sand,

Aside from jack and tire tools, the chief 
utensil for desert work fe a -short-handled, 
sand-polished hoe, more than a foot wide, 
Wielding this sand scoop was Mbarak, an 
ebon chauffeur’s ussistant, whose light-skinned 
wile back home in El Goléa had just given 
birth to a baby boy. 

“Tm a block son of the White Fathers.” 
laughed our jolly blackamoor, and a better 
testimonial ta the character building of self- 
sacrificing missionaries would be hard to fined. 

Nat once did Nerbert Ballin, our Algerian 
chauffeur, raise his voice, For four hours he 
and his dark-skinned helper crawled and dug, 
twisted the unruly tail of the heavy jack, or 
ewept back the sand sea with the ineffectual 
hae. 

[t wast long after dark when we tolled into 
Fl Golea, But Mbarak, nicknamed “Ali 
Baha” in cordial admiration, had won his 
spurs, However tired ane hungry. all of us 
were delighted to stop long enough for this 
home-town boy tao see his pew baby ane 
proud wile, 

Modern Covered Wagons Koll On 


Qhutside the oasis we had passed British 
learries from whose dark interiors towheaded 
chikiren peered into the African night, Before 
dinner was over they lumbered in, another 
lang day behind them in their trek toward 
South Africa. 

Stout fellows, these tired refugees slept a 
few hours in their stuffy cars, then shoved on, 
Theirs was the same fixity of purpose that 
carried our forefathers in covered wagons 
acres & Gonvbinendt. 

We spent three days in El Galéa, all of 
whose sights could have been viewed in one 
cool moming, Vet I do not recall a dull 
moment (Plates VIII and TX.

On the other side rises the deserted hill 
town. The palm-trunk beams of its mud- 
Lrick houses have tumbled in; its crumbles! 
dwellings clutter the narrow lanes, Hut from 
the wile platform at its top we enjoved a 
splendid picture of the life-giving miracle that 
15 artesian wells can work in an otherwise 
sterile expanse. 

Cinly 26 years aeo the Sahora had never 
been crossed) by car.* Now a trickle of motor 
traffic flows bock and forth across the desert 
from Oetober to April, On the wall of a “last 
chance” filling station near our hotel were 
lists of provocative names (Plate V4. 

As cosually as if the routes fed to Boston 
or Versnilles, we read such names as Fort 
Lamy or Tormbouctou, the land of a legend- 
ary cassowary whose desire to “eal o mis- 
siunary, bled and bones and hymnbook ton,” 
est part of our childish lore about “cannibal 
Viured.’ 

We yearmed to continue our travels to the 

sudan. Gut this time El Goléa was os far 
as We were to journey toward the Southern 
Cross. , 
Looking back, we realize how far remover 
El Goléan customs are from our normal life, 
For example, we remember a dusky courtesan 
pouring tea, with-a eunuch to puss it, 

As we strolled back from 4 jaunt, she stood 
ot her doorway, showing fine teeth in a» pro- 
fessionally pleasant smile, Since Saharan pic- 
ture subjects ate usually male, my fellow 
photographer wished to photograph her, — 

“ATL right,” she said, including. our whole 
party in the invitation, “drop in this afternoon 
for tea.” 

Seated on bright rugs within the mud-walled 
room, we watched her pour a lavish stream

From Touggourt my former chiefs; Maardt

Inching out way across Asia nine vears 
later, we had often compared the great wastes 
of Asia with those of Africa, Not all agree 
upon what is the world’s larpest desert. First 
choice is the Sahara, which covets nearly half 
of the world’s second largest continent; but 
oasis und rock ridge, mountain and salt Inke, 
political boundary and traditional route divide 
the Sahara's vast barren areas. Central Asin’s 
combined wastelands may rival the Sahara. 
None, however, has so awe-inspiring a nanv, 

Throughout the trip we found the hotels 
better than we had hoped. But our welcome 
to Touggmurt toak the cake, 

The names of our passengers hod been 
phoned ahead, and someone at Touggourt 
had connected my nome with a Citroky ex- 
pedition, As we swung into the gardene of 
the Hotel Transatluntique, the Stars and 
Stripes and the Belgian and French. tricolors 
waved a greeting. | 

Suddenly 0 realised that the American flag, 
so far from home, was honoring a National 
Geographic Society reporter and his wile, 
Gur ble reom and bath somehow assumed 
palatial proportions; and the table sround 
which we ate, drank, and were merry was a 
festal board indeed. 

In the lobby were some giant specimens of 
whsum crystals known as “roses of the 
desert." Like soft petals, countless keen-edged 
scallops form inte petrifed floral bouquets 
weighing $0 pounds upiece, 

Bumping north toward Biskra, we came to 
a 1,000-foot railway bridge across the Diedi: 
Its rocky fiver bed drains a tremendous area 
und is subject to infrequent Moods which sweep 
it ike the Hangchow bore, | 

So neglected was the motor trail that we 
almost bowed down, close to the tennis courts, 
race track, and gambling. casing of Biskra. 
Tires snarled at gears, and one of our com- 
panions muttered # Gallic equivalent of 
“There oughta be a law!" 

According to geologists, the low way we 
had followed from Touggourt was once a river 
valley, comparnble with that of the Nile or 
Niger. Most of the water has gone under- 
Eround, To this subterrancan Oued R'ir the 
French have sunk hundreds of artesian wells. 
These water millions of palm trees, newcomers, 
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like white men and dromedaries, to these time- 
wasted lancls. 

Three distinct tvpes of dates are fivund ‘in 

Biskra’s market place: dry yellow ones, hard 
as acorns, in big goat-hair sacks: so-called 
“greasy dates,” sewed into gontskins and used 
for swipmaking; and the Deglet Noor, trans- 
parent as amber even when flattened into 
neat boxes or sealed in cellophane. 
Por sale, too, are bunches of male date 
blossoms, 9 spriz of which is tled in each 
bunch of female flowers; and piles of date 
pits so huge that one wonders at the labor, 
soil, sun, aod water that will bé needed before

Alters Seems Another World

soldiers of Augustus when Algeria was the 
grinary and oi] cruet of Rome's golden ape, 
we threaded anarrow gorge and looked down 
on the town and ovsis of Bow Sauda, within 
easy motoring distance of Algiers.

PT ALL started with rereading the poem 
[ fever in the sparkling mountain air 
ofa moonlit Quito night, 

“T must go down to the seas again, to the 
lonely sea und the sky..." 

John Maseheldl's haunting. lines. and the 
beauty of three snow-capped peaks of the 
Andes, glimmering like ghosts on the horizon, 
made an irresistible call to atlventure, 

My family had lived in Ecuador for several 
years,-and in the spring of 1947 | had been 
there for some time on a visit, T intended to 
return toy the University of Chicago for the 
fall quarter, but the summer was open for 
travel, Ut didn’t take me long to decide to go 
“clown to the seas again.” In my case, though, 
it wasn't “again,” for I knew little of the 
ocean, 

It took several days to arrange passports 
and gather equipment. TI had no plan except 
to start eastward from Quito, the capital of 
Eeuador, and somehow arrive in Chicago in 
time for school. 

On May 11, 1947, to be exact, I staried 
walking over the Andes, <A friendly UU. 8. 
Army sergeant had given me a ride to the 
end of the road (page 239), My equipment 
consisted of an old double-barreled shotgun, 
a 50-pound pack, a few charts, a compass, 
some sandwiches for the first day, $21 in 
Ecuadorian money—and a wealth of miscon- 
ceptions about what was to come, 


Over the Andes by Mule Trail 


The first few davs over a rough, muddy 
mule trail and up through a 13,000-foot pass 
were pretty discouraging, although the Indians 
were friendly and I had no trouble buying 
foe. 

A week from home and some 130, miles 
away, my feet were raw: but I was over the 
worst of it and on the headwaters of a tribu- 
tary of the Amazon (Amazonas) called the 
Rio Napo. The Napeo rises in the Andes anil 
flows through the jungles of Ecuador down 
into Peru, where it joins the Amazon, the 
“mother of waters,” some 50 miles below the 
town of Iquitos (map, page 241). | 

At the head of the litthe-inhabited Napo I 
bought a slim dugout canoe from a native 
for 60 sweres, approximately $4.20 at the rate 
of exchange at the time, Sixteen feet long 
and as many inches wide, the craft would 
turn over at a stern glance. 

Armed with a broad oval paddle and mental 
pictures of the way Canadian voyageurs propel 
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their cinoes, I began to learn te paddle in the 
first hundred miles or so of rapids. Miracu- 
lously my unstable craft didn’t capiste, but I 
lost all my romantic ideas about northwoods- 
men and came to use the short, choppy stroke 
ofthe natives, 

After a few days, river travel became easier 
as my paddling muscles toughened and 1 
learned to handle the canoe. 

In Eeuador the Napo flows through the 
homeland of some primitive Indians called 
qucos (Meaning “enemy” or rebellious"), 
who are considerably feared by their neleh- 
bors. In Quito I had heard stories of white 
men being killed by the aucas. However, I 
didn't even see one, nor was | favored with 
A spear flung trom a riverbank! 

The natives, with whom | spent all my 
nights ond whose foml I shared, were uni- 
formly friendiy and hospitable, as Indeed wiis 
everyone during the entire river jourmey. 


Monkey Meat Preferred to Parrot 


By the time it enters Peru the Napo’ has 

fewer rapids, is broader, and runs more fei- 
surely. Once in Pera I began to learn many 
things about the jungle and its people. Going 
hunting for the first time, back in the cathe- 
dral-like quictness of shady forests, | shot my 
first monkey and found that 1 much preferred 
monkey meat to that of parrot. 
_ Most charts are rather vague about the 
Napa, but, hy a rough estimate, 1 had walked 
ind paddled nearly a thousand miles when | 
arrived at Tquites, Peru, with my $21 capital 
almost gone (page 246), © worked there for 
five Weeks as a mechanic to earn the necessary 
funds to continue the voyage. 

Iquitos i¢ as far up the Amazon? as ocean- 
going vessels can travel, Some 2,300 miles 
from the ocean, it is even visited, during high 
water, by 7,000-10n cargo ships, 

Curiously enough, most heavy cargo sent 
from Lima, on the Pacific coost of Peru, to 
Iquitos, east of the Andes, is transported by 
water, Freight goes by ship up the west coast 
of South America, through the Panama Canal, 
down past Venesuela to Brazil, and 2,300 
miles up the Amazon to Iquitos. It is cheaper

squall, so T decided to take advantage of the 
opportunity to sail with o stern breeze. 

Riising the mainsail, F cast loose from my 
“sea anchor” quickly, before the first clowdls 
came averhend. T could see one riverbank 
asa dark line in the distance, but not the other. 
In the middle of the river at night ft fs often 
impossible to tell which way the current ix 
flowing without some reference other than 
the banks; however, a look at Orion showed 
which way was downstream. 

Until morning I sailed with all sail set. 
The sky had become completely overcast and 
[saw no stars and neither of the banks until 
daybreak, The wind must have veered around 
gradually, for at dawn I found T was sailing 
back wPpstreem atthe same cupid rate and 
was many miles the loser, 

Fish Bites Mun! 

On another night, as 1 slept in midriver, 
again anchored to a floating island of matted 
hyacinths, one of the strong sndrlen seyualls 
characteristic of the lower Amaxon came upon 
me about midnight. T was floating a good 
distance from shore, but, as the wind was 
blowing. across (he river; within a short time 
I drifted up to the bank. | 

My anchor was draguing, and the strotig 
wind and waves were threatening to pound my 
bow! to pieces against the shore, To hold the 
Sea Fever off the sand bank, 1 jumped inte 
the water, which came about up to my chest. 

Justas the storm was slackening, [I sud- 
denly felt a sharp, tearing bite at my left 
ankle, 1 quickly jumped into the boat: 
luckily, ly then the wind had abated <uiii- 
ciently so that the anchor would hold alone. 
In the morning 1 found 9» small hole in my 
leg, probably the result of a bite by a piranha 
(page 247). 

These small but vicious carnivwrous fish 
are greatly feared by the natives, Thev are 
particularly dangerous in the shallow waters 
near the river's edge and in calm estuaries 
away from the main current. The: Indians 
are deathly afraid of putting any part of 
their bodies inte shallow water, 

Piranhas will uttack singly, but what makes 
therm especially dangerous is that (hey usually 
travel in schools of hondrets or even thou- 
sams, and the taste or smell of blood Instantly 
tmaikes them killers, 

I was' very fortunate not to meet a school 
of these flesh-hungry fish. Apparently I 
metely ran into one that had stepped out for 
a midnight bite! 

When the Sea Fever reached the Amazon 
Delta, 1 found that the current was com- 
pletely slack twice o day because of the tides.

I chose the northern branch of the immense 
and intricate delta, and, after being Inst twice 
inthe maze of sand bars and islands, reached 
the little town of Macau. 


“Bown to the Sea" at Last 


In Mitcapa, through the kindness of Dr. 
Raoul Valdes aml his associapes, my cinoe 
was fitted out in one of the boutyards af the 
Government of the Territory af Amapa, of 
Which this town ix the capital Decking was 
put on the Sea Fever along each side and a 
high coaming was mounted. A heavier rudder 
was constracte! and a canvas cover nude for 
the cockpit. 

While this work was in progress; | visited 
the largest port on the Amazon, Belém (page 
251}. Here an American ex-naval officer, Rill 
Ray, who was running o surplus tlestroyer 
escort up the river as a tugboat, kindly gave 
me a good four-inch Navy boat compass and 
a sthall pump, The pump turned out to be 
far more important than the compass, 

For provisions the Sea Fever wos stocked 
with 10 pounds-of crackers, 100 omainges, sev: 
eral tins of jan and chocolate, 10 cans of 
tomate juice, and 10 gallons of water in two 
4-gallon oi) cans: 

_ For some reason T firmly believed then that 
the staple in my diet at sea was going to be 
raw fish, 1 somehow neglected to consider the 
possibility that 1 might not catch anv fish, 1 
saw no necessity fer other provisions. and 
much equipment, I had a sea anchor, a 20- 
pound iron anchor, fishhooks and line, and 
extra material for repairs, 





Awesome Power of the Amazon Bore 

I soiled from Macapa on December 9, 1047. 
During the four days it toak to sail down the 
Canal do Norte to the ocean, T observed sev- 
eral times the phenemenan culled the pororuca. 

Wile in and around the delta I had often 
been warned of this tidal flow, or bere, 
coused by the advance of rising tidal waters 
throuch at rapidly narrowing channel. Always 
it was described as extremely dangerous, 

My first experience: with the Amazon bore 
caine one morning when | was about 40 
miles from the Atlantic, The tee was al. 
Titest at low water and the stream was ebbing 
rapidly, the tidal ebb combining with the 
river's current. Along the shores many sand 
bars were exposed or awash, most of them 
covered with stranded trees and branches. 

Suddenty To heard o low, ominous mutter. 
very far away, which increased within a few 
minutes to a roar. 

I first saw the wave when lt was about 
three miles away; it was advancing very 
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ripidly along the-shallow water near the river- 
hunk. ‘The other hank was too far away 
te be seen, but IT am told it te -yistted by the 
same tidal wie: 

As the bore drew alireast, | wae about 
half a mile from the bank and 4» quarter 
of a mile from shallow water, For at least 
400 vards in front of the first waves all of 
the water had been drawn off the muid flat 
by the receding tide, leaving it bare and expos- 
ing the waterlogged and embedded debris 
which covers the river betiom. 

Words cannot express the awesomeness and 
mower of this bore, The first wave seemed! 
to be about nine feet high. Tt was white and 
breaking ke a surf roller all along its upper 
five feet_ The whole wave seemed filled with 
lees and bronches, Long trunks were being 
hurled! int the air and somersaulting back. 
The sound, even at my distance from the bank, 
was extremely loucl. 

Hehind the first wave came two smaller 
anes, about 200 yards apart. 

In the deeper water, where the Sea Fever 
was salling, the bore took the form of three 
Jong, high swells which, thourh large, were 
not dangerous. As soon as the waves had 
pissed, the current was flowing up the river 
almost immediately at full flood strength, 
hurriedly tured tn toward the bank to wait 
out the flood tide and found about a fathom 
of water over a bank that had not had more 
than a foot of water covering it 10 minutes 
before, 

The whole thing, which caine and passed 
within a few minutes, gave an Tession nf 
immense sm terrible cag “The natives 
are extremely afraid of being caught in shal- 
low water when the pororaca comes roaring 
up, Che river, 

l can easily belleve that:a boat, even a forrly 
lance one, in less than two fathoms when the 
tidal wave come might be in serious danger, 
lf it were well battened down, it might not 
he swamped, but probably would he badly 
hatterad by ‘the logs carried forward on the 
crest of the Wve, 

The Open Atlantico—and Seasickness 

On December 14 1 sailed owt inte the Atlan- 
tic on the ebb tide. A very heavy onshore 
wind was blowing; only once in the next six 
and a half months did 7 encounter stronger 
winds, excepting short-lived scpualls. 

Aly plun wae to sai] about 60 miles. out, 
enter the South Equatorial Current, and sail 
in that stream parallel to the coast to Port of 
Spain, Trinidad. staying offshore, out of sight 
of fand, the whole distunce. 

The wind was from the east-northeast, while 


the lant) trended north, The strone current, 


ebbing almest ditectly against the wind, cre- 


‘ted aonasty chop. The Sea Fever never 
worked too well to windward, amd T found it 
very difficult to get away from the coast. 

The situation was further complicated by 
the fact that [ immediately became seasick 
and temaine! so for the next four davs, 1 was 
forced! to reef my mainsail rivht away oni 
during the afternoon took it down completely, 
sailing under only the ji: and mizzen, 

Pump Manned Every Half-hour 

Once well out in the chop T found that the 
Soa Fever leaked very badly, She hadn't 
leaked much in the river because her motion 
had been reasonably smooth; however, in the 
cea the constant plunging .soon loosened 
the calking of the fittings and the coaming, 
admitting a great deal of water. Occasional 
seis Cante aver the top, soaking me thoroughly, 

During the whole trip to Trinidad 1 fennel 
it necessary to pump every half-bour or so, 
For three weeks | wis never able to sleep 
mere than an hour at o time, and rarely was 
it that long between the times when I pumped. 

The first fay was really a nightie, The 
temptation to turn andl sail downwind to the 
shelter of the river and the hospitality. of new 
found friend: was always present. However, 
by nightfall 1 had worked at least ten miles 
out, for lantl was no longer visible, 

Setting the rudder so that the boat would 
sail as close to the wind as was possible under 
only the jib and mizzen, T expected her to 
sail more or less parallel to the coast until 
morning while 7 tried to catch some sleep. 
it continued to be very rough, but the seas 
were semewhat larger and the Ace. Fever rode 
more easily, 

Everything was adrift inside and T wus 
too sick to lash anything very well, There 
was little room in which to sleen; T could only 
curl up with my Jegs around the centerhoard 
trunk and my head under the after thwart. 

A few minutes alter [ pomped out the boat 
each time, water would begin sloshing: up ever 
the floot boards. After about 30. minutes: it 
usually began to strike my face and thus 
awakened me to pump—endlescly, it seemed. 

In the morning | found that T was only three 
miles. offshore and within sight of the river 
mouth T hid left 24 hours before! 

Each of the succeeding three days was the 
same as the first—connstunt tacking away from 
the coast, regular pumping, and the agony uf 
seasickness with nothing to reich. 

On the morning of the fourth day out I iden-

My boils were treated by 
the prison nurse, a trusty who was formerly 
a Parisian pickpocket. M, Gesret furnished

For several days after leaving the penal 
cilony Sea Fever ran into squally weather, 
By this time t wae very wenk: raiding and 
lowering the mainsail hecame more and more 
of an effort, The constant pumping was 
weikening me, ond the spreading infections 
gave much pin. 

Often Cold, Though in the Tropics 

Curiously enough, durin the whole voyage 
and particularly during the stretch from 
Devil's Island to Trinidad, t suffered quite a 
bit from the cold. Spray in the daytime and 
sleeping in the water which leaked! inside the 
anne at night combined to cause a constant 
chill. 

It may seem implausible, but this suffering 
didn't secm very impurtant. Tt was. accom 
panied by a kind of obstraction in which J 
etl] think very clearly and seem ta. he 
quite independent of the pain in. my body, 
It took # great deal of concentration to do 
even the simplest thing that involved motion, 
but this physical inertia seemed tu have no 
tfiect on thinking, The whole experience was 
4 sort of spiritual elevation. 

A. few dave’ sail from the penal colony 1 de- 
veloped a method of determining a line wf 
pusition., Ot omy several-monthe-old pilot 
chart was much valuable information—winds,

I changed course considerably to the north 
and the text day, about & a'clock in the eve- 
ning, sichted Trinidads Galera Point Light, 
with no further changes in course.* 

i was most fortunate that I saw the sea 
guils; for if 1 bad continged en the former 
course T would have come down on the reky 
and harborless eastern coast of Trinidad dur- 
ing the night.

northeastern extremity. Et took me until the 
evening of the next day, New Year's, to land 
in Teteron Bay at the U.S: Naval Buse.

After leaving the hospital I mei Mr. Mont- 
gamery H. Colladay, American cotsul general 
in Port of Spain.

Time Out for a Contracting Job 

Since T hud only about four dollars left, T 
wisn the loakeut for wavs to finance the rest 
afomy trip.

| sighted the island almost exactly 24 hours 
after sailing from Trinidad—then spent the 
next 24 hours sailine five miles inte the har- 
bor of St. George's: A combination of un- 
usual tides and currents and a choppy sea 
kept me tucking back and forth all night 
me} most of the day, slowly working to wind- 
wa 

During this tantalizing day. so close to the 
shore T wished to reach, my “seasickness grew 
much worse, Having had thothimu to retch for 
more than a dav, the mormine alter sighting 
lane! E began ta reteh llooed. 1 wits most ut- 
happy uplil I reachedd St. George's that after- 
hewn. 

Under the circumstances it wna something 
of a shock to read the port officer's return and 
find the voyage listedoas “leasure cruise.” 
The Sra ferer was tlignified with the desig 
nation “Conoe vacht.” 

After several days in St, George's T set sail 
again, intetiding to eo through the Mona Pas- 
sage between Puecto Rico and the Dominican 
Kepublic. My plan was to step at Aves 
Island, a barren rock owned by Venezuela. 

CH course | wos seasick again for the first 
twit days, and after five days | realized ‘that 
f had missed Aves Esland, By then my watch 
was wicless:and accurate navigation difficult.

The boat heeled over, my kerosene 
runinbny Light went out, and water started 
streaming in one side as I pounded ona reef, 
The anchor chain became fouled arnund a 
rock os the cance keeled over on her side, 
almost swamped. 

In mv eagerness not to strike the northern 
coast of Hispaniola 1 had sailed too much 
to the north and struck Silver Hank, a group 
of coral reefs some 60 miles from the nearest 
land. I took. down the sails and spent the 
rest af the night pumping, for the boat Jeaked 
badly all night long,

Running into two days of calm weather 
after leaving the luink, T often went swimming 
and read a good deal after drying out the few 
books | carried. Sometimes, with fust a 
light following bree#e, To put a rope over the 
stern and dropped back to the end, being 
towed through the water by my own beat. 
This pleasure wis occasionally marred by the 
appearance of a shark. Then, of course: | 
got inte the boat in a hurry. 

First Landfall in 10 Days 

One day. shortly after hitting the reef, I 
Sighted a sail in the distance and gradually 
came up to it. The craft was a Bahamian 
sloop carrvinu dried conch to Haiti, From 
her crew T got some fresh water and a loaf 
of bread. 

On the tenth morning out of San Juan T 
awakened ta find myself elcht or nine miles 
north of my intended landfall, Great Tnayia 
Island. Sighting land was even more exciting 


than usual, since this 10-day passage was the 


longest T had had between landfalis, 

shortly after, two other exciting ‘things 
happenect., 

{ ulways Jeft a fishing line trailing behind 
the boat but rarely looked at it. T suddenly 
saw it im violent motion and pulled it in to 
find a 23-pound delphin, almost dead from 
its strugeles agamst. the line, 

set Fever was rolling wildly in a rough 
beam Se, and a lot of spray was coming over 
the boat. As T sat on the windward rail te 
hold her down, a little brown sew bird landed 
ono my bare head. This bird, a nodidy tern, 
seemed to have fitth fear of me and grasped 
my hair tenaciously wherever a particularly 
violent roll of the canoe aturted to unset 
him. He seemed not even frightened by the 
Sirenions steering nocessary because of the 
heavy rollers, 

T pestponed pumping as long as possible 
so that the bird might have a perch, He 
flew away only when I finally had to stavger 
forward te pep, 

It took all doy te-sail arodnd 9 point and 
‘along the southern const to Matthew Town. 
[ arrived there after dark and spent several 
days repairing some of the damage done by 
the reef,

Sailing again, | intended to make Miami 
nonstop: but on the third dav out T encoun- 
lered the strongest storm I met on the whole 
trip, excepting short-lived squalls.

Occasionally one of the mountiinows seas 
would freak wneler the Sea Fever, rolling her 
over so far that even the top of the mast 
touched water. The large cetterbourd that I 
had made in Trinidad was of great value then. 
Even when the boat was knocked down and 


half swamped, the centerbourd brought ber 


hack after the breaking wave bad passed — 
hut left me the job of pumping out all the 
water. 

During one of the “Throck-downs™ niy Sex- 
font fell out into the boat and 1 stepped on it 
Navigational officers, whe seem to regard sex- 
tants as somewhat holy instruments, to, be 
treated with great reverence, would be shocked 
at the things it was necessary to do to mine, 
A piece of matchstick, carefully whittled 
down, replaced a rusted mirror spring, The 
shades were replaced with a Bi pair. of 
Stinglasses, and the whole thing was wel 
upside down, for the mirror was almast pone. 

T finally sighted Cuba* and went ashore at 

the Punta de Prictiens, where the pilots for 
the port, of Nuevitas allowed me to stay 
overnight. 
Next day about sunset I was skirting the 
long barrier teef which guards the northeast 
cogst of Cuba when I sighted an islet and 
thought there was a passage to it. There 
waan't! . 

Tremendous breakers smashed the Sea Fever 
hard against the coral reef om three sepiirate 
bounces. She filled with water, [lost a fot 
Of equipment; the main boom, the unter, 
and the bowsprit were carried away, and the 
sail was Hpped in several places. However, 
T was lucky and was washed by the waves 
inte the quieter lagoon inside, T managed to 
vel ashore on the little ishind, Cayo Verde. 

Fisherfolk Find Peace of Mind 

[ spent three happy days with a fisher 
family living om this isolated rock. With the 
father and son T went turtle fishing, They 
scl. their big nets in 10 fathoms of water. 
Turtles swam inte the nets and entangled 
themselves. Every two menths the family 
took salted turtle and precious tortoise <hell 
into ntar-by Noevitus for sale. 

This kind family lent me tools to patch my 
Tigging, and the women sewed the ‘sail. 

One altertioon while | was on Cavo Verde 
some shark fishermen came over the same 
reef 1 had crossed andl were wrecked, Their 
flat-bottomed sailboat was sunk, and several 
Hhoitsand pounds of shark were Jost.

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Biggest Worm Farm 
By W. H. 


N THE CELLAR of its lon howe, New 
| York's Bronx Zoo operates the biggest 

earthworm-breeding ins in the worlrl, 
The Zoo's pampered duck-billed platwpuses, 
Cecil and Penelope, are the cause of this 
Wholesale worm manufactory. They demand 
23,000 big earthworms in thelr diet each 
month, alomz with an assortment of night 
crawlers, 

Even the untimely death, last September, 
of their comrade in captivity, Betty, didn't 
help the situation mach, Winter was coming 
an and a worms growth in wititer is slow, 
To supply the main dish on the menu for two 
Platwpuses in cold weather js a¢ much of a 
job as doing it for three in the summer, 

When Cecil, Betty, and Penelope embarked 
on the high seas, ¢n route from their Austral- 
ian homeland to New York, in the spring af 
147, 400 authorities; bean to worry about 
supplying them with worms, To Christopher 
W. Coates, curator of the New York Aqua- 
Fium, went the dublous honor of assuring the 
platypuses a regular daily handout, 


Food Worms Short—and High-priced 

“T wrote to commercial carthworm farms; of 
which there are about 10 or 15 big ones in the 
country,” Mr, Coates told me, “asking them 
for prices and quantities. 1 soon received a 
rude surprise, I discoverer, first, that costs 
were prohibitive, and, second, that the com- 
mercial worm farms in the country couldn't 
supply enough earthworms to meet the needs 
af aur platypuses, 

‘So we had to start from scratch and build 
Op our owo supply from what breeding stack 
we could purchiise, 

“The platypuses need two pounds of worms 
aday, Depending on size, from 150 to 1.000 
worms Weigh one pound, OW the large size 
we gentrally supply, the platvpuses consume 
25,000 worma-a month. 

“Our initia order for worms was for 25,000. 
After three months had elapsed, the dealer 
finally shipped us 3,5¢6. ‘They arrived shout 
4pm. on Friday, December 20, in the middle 
of asnowsterm. Christmas fell on the follow- 
ing Wedresday, and | had made plans to go 
away from the Zon for a long week end: My 
tip had to be abandoned, for the worms 
demanded immediate care. 

“SO one at the Zoo, Inchiding myself, 
knew much about worms. | distinctly recall 
picking them up gingerly, one by one, with 
i pair af tweezers, T soon got over that, and 
so did tankmen Thomas Callahan and James

Malcolm, two Aquarium attendants who were 
assigned to the actual work of handling the 
Worms Flown to Paonume 

“We felt our way along, and by early April, 
1947, we bad built up a stock which encour- 
uged us. Then we received a telegram from 
Mr. David Mleay, the Australfan naturalist 
who was bringing the platvpuses to America, 
advising that he had run out of worms in mid- 
Pacific and requesting that we fly a consign- 
ment, of 10,000 to Panama to meet his ship 
when it passed through the Canal, This we 
did, although we felt sorry about depleting 
our breeding stock at this point. 

“Then came another blow. The platypuses 
rejected some of the worms, That meant 
we had to grow better ones. We went all over 
Bronx Park looking for various types of worms. 
By the time the platypuses arrived in late 
April, 1947, we had found an unidentified 
apacies that turned out tw be satisfactory. We 
called them ‘fighter worms’ because they are 
so active, although mow we refer to them as 
Jeafworms,’ because they occur in decayed 
leaves. We haven't had time vet to identify 
our warms scientifically, 

“We discovered that our stock thrived. beet 
on a basic mixture of soil and elm leaves (page 
272). We also discovered! that night crawlers 
Were salisfactory as supplemental rations, 
although the platypuses will not eat them 
exclusively for more than two days at a time. 

“Callahan and Malcolm entered into the 
spirit of the thing, for this was a ‘definite 
Challenge to allaf us. They would come hack 
to the park after dark and spot likely. places 
for finding worms: And they have become 
adept at catching night crawlers, too, 

“With a red lantern one man walks aking 
the grass parallel with a strip of sidewalk, 
picking up the crawlers as fast as he can ancl 
tossing them on the concrete. He sometimes 
wilks 100 feet doing this and then retraces 
his steps, scooping the crawlers off the side. 
walk. The crawlers aren't bothered by the 
red] light, and do not vanish as they do when 
Prespective fishermen go hurting for them 
with a bright flashlight. 

“We have bred night crawlers in captivity, 
for the first time to ty knowledge, 

“In the early days we used to count the 
worms, but, as our volume of production rose, 
we discarded that tediovs method and now 
measure them out in containers which held 
hwo pounds, or a one-<day supply,
